RUSSIANS SWEEP OVER EAST GERMANY 


~ SMALL STATE BANKS 
WILL BE ASSISTED 


Senator Hoke Smith and 
Treasury Officials Perfect 
Plan to Extend Benefits 
of Federal Reserve Law.

Washington, August 26.—(Special.)- 
Senator Hoke Smith today perfected, 
with the aid of treasury department 
officials. a scheme whereby the full 
benefits of the federal reserve act may 
be carried directly to the small state 
banks in cotton growing communities 
within another thirty days 

The scheme, if finally carried to com- 
pletion, as now seems probable, will 
be of unparalleled benefit to the cotton 
farmers and the small country banker 
in this war crisis. 

At present the relief which the coun- 
try banker, who is in closest touch with 
the farmer, gets must filter through 
the big national: banks. Under the 
Smith scheme it will reach the rural 
banker. He will be taken into the 
national reserve system on terms of 
full equality. 

Outline of Pian. 

Here is the proposal: 

To permit state banks with a mini- 
mum of $15,000 capital to join the fed- 
eral reserve svstem for a term of 
eighteen or twenty-four months. With- 
in the time agreed upon they must con- 
gent to take out national bank char- 
ters or retire from membership tn the 
federal reserve system. 

To reduce the tax on emergency cur- 
rency to be issued to national banks 
under the terms of the Aldrich-Vree- 
land emergency currency act to 3 per 
cent for the first six months. At 
present the rate averages 4% per cent 
if the money its out twelve months. 

Increase the percentage of loans 
which banks are allowed to make on 
commercial paper backed by cotton 
warehouse recefpts, so that 70 per cent 
of the total amount a bank may loan 
may be issued on this security. At 
present the limit is 30 per cent. 

So long as a state bank is a member 
of the reserve system, it must submit 
to examinations the officials ap- 
pointed by the federal reserve bank of 
the district. 

The currency which will be issued to 
these member banks are the notes of 
the federal banks. The banks 
of the southeast will re- 
ceive the notes of the federal reserve 
bank of Atlanta. Back of these notes 
etand the commercial paper and the 
Becuritv: put up by the borrower, the 
credit of the loaning bank, and the 
credit of all the banks in the reserve 
district. 

Backed by Government Credit. 

Of course, back of this stands the 
credit of the United States govern- 
ment which is pledged to make this cur- 
rency circulate at par. It is believed 
that the directors of each reserve bank 
will exercise the fullest measure of 
caution to protect the banks from 
danger. 

Senator Smith said today that 
been assured by officials of the treas- 
ury department that the new reserve 
bank system would be in operation by 
October 1. This means that within 
another thirty days the collateral 
which the farmers and the country 
banks can put up will be as good se- 
curity for currency as bonds 

senator Robert L. of Okla- 
homa, chairman of the senate banking 
a@nd currency committee, will introduce 
tomorrow the bill embodving tne Smith 
plan. He has called a meeting of his 
committee for 1 o'clock to consider it 
and a report will probably be made to 
the senate within a few davs 

Since the approval of the treasury 
department is back of the measure, 
no vigorous opposition is anticipated. 

One important feature of the scheme 
is how to insure that the farmer shall 
get the benefit of this money at reason- 
able rates of interest. Secretary Mc- 
Adoo believes that the department has 
power under existing ley? to stipulate 
that if emergency cur Mmcy is issued 
to the banks at 3 per cent they shall 
not charge the borrower more than 
5 per cent. 

Complaint of Small Banks. 

The bank would thus have 2 per cent 
to cover its expense and a small profit. 
The complaint of the-small banker in 
Georgia and other states despite all 
that the government has heretofore 
done, is that he did not share directly 
in the benefit of any of the relief 
measures. 

Secretary McAdoo discouraged them 
at yesterday’s meeting of the cotton 
conference by telling them he believed 
the government had reached the ulti- 
mate limit of -its resources and he did 
not see how anything. further could 
be done without violating sound eco- 
nomic rules.

Premier Viviani, at the request of President Poineare, 
immediately formed a new eabinet in whieh Alexandre 
Millerand took the place of Adolphe Messimy as minister 
of war and Theophile Deleasse assumed thé portfolio of 
foreign affairs, which previously was held by M. Vivian 
himself. The new cabinet includes ex-Premiers Briand, 
Doumergue and Ribot. 

London reports that Togoland, the German possession 
on the African west coast, has surrendered unecondi- 
tionally. 

A Bucharest report savs that Tarnopol, an important 
town in Galicia, has been occupied by the Russians, while 
the Russians themselves claim they have driven the 
Austrians back to the river Zlota Lipa, thirty miles west 
of Tarnopol and about fifty miles east of Lemberg, the 
Galician capital. 

Direct dispatches from Tsing-Tau, capital of the 
German protectorate Kiao-Chow, say that there is no

Asserted That United States Is 
Able to Terminate Hos- 
tilities in Europe. 


New York, August 26.—The United 
States government could stop the 
European war by placing an embargo 
on food products, it was asserted to- 
day at District Attorney Whitman’s 
John Doe investigation into the in- 
creased cost of living since the con- 
flict began. James Wardwarner, 
president of the New York produce 
exchange and George Zabrinski, resi- 
dent manager for Minneapolis flour 
manufacturers, each said the end of 
warfare abroad must result if America 
ceased exporting to the belligerent 
nations. 

There is a big demand for flour in 
foreign countries, according to these 
witnesses, with a heavy demand, too, 
in domestic markets. Mr. Zabrinski 
said there is a shortage of 400,000,000 
bushels in the Russian wheat crop. 
He declared the United States could 
dispose of its entire flour output to 
France, England, Greece and Turkey 
at any reasonable prices and receive 
payment in gold before the staple 
was put aboard steamships. 

NOt only would war in Europe end 
if an embargo was placed on Ameri- 
can products, Mr. Zabrinski and Mr. 
Warner agreed, but normal markets 
would be established at home and 
the prices here go. down.

TECH COMMERCE SCHOOL

fall term of its second year September

term. .The course has been somewhat 
broadened, and the “rough edges” have 
been worn away by a year’s experience 
in the management of such a school, 
which in the south at least is more or 
less untried. 

The object of the school is to offer 
to the Tech students, and to Atlanta 
men and boys over 18 years of age, 
a number of courses tending to fit 
them to hold executive positions, to 
give them instruction in business 
methods, and to give them an insight 
into the fundamental: principles of 
modern business. 

The classes are held at night, in 
order that they may be attended by 
those who have not the opportunity to 
attend day classes. However, the 
Schoo] of Commerce has no connection 
with the regular Tech Night school, in 
which elementary courses in the reg- 
ular studies offered at Tecn are given. 


The course offered by the School of 
Commerce includes the theory 
practice of accounts,

wanization and management, 
tion finance, transportation, 
and a number of other courses. 

The aim of the school is 
training of practical and present value 
to those engaged in business, 
will be of assistance to them 
making of a living. 

The School of Commerce is 
financed by the state, although it 
under the control of the board of trus- 
tees of the state university.

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THE RATE AND THE TAXPAYER. 


There is not a man in Georgia who pays 


taxes who is not directly interested in the 


tax rate. 

Ever since the adoption of the constitu- 
tional five mills limitation the rate has been 
five dollars on every one thousand assessed. 


The new rate as the result of the tax 


equalization law is $4.50, so that hereafter 
instead of paying $5, the taxpayer will be 
called upon _to pay only $4.50 per $1,000.

The chief point the average 


taxpayer is interested is as to whether or 
not the new rate brings to him an actual 
reduction of the amount that he pays to the 
state on his property. If he pays the same 
under the $4.50 rate that he paid under the 
$5 rate, then to him there has been no tax 
reduction. If there has been an increase of 
10 per cent in his assessment and a de- 
crease of 10 per cent in his tax rate, the net 
result to him is the same. 

Tax Commissioner Hart is authority 
the statement that of the $85,000,000 
crease in the state’s tax returns this year, 
FULLY 65 PER CENT comes from property

erty which has heretofore eluded its clear 
obligation to bear its part of the public bur- 
den. The tax commissioner has the official 
figures and he ought to know what he is 
talking about. 

If, therefore, his statement is anything 
like correct—and no man who knows John 
Hart will doubt either his sincerity or his 
accuracy, especially when his words are 
backed by the official figures—then the net 
result to the average taxpayer will be a 
very decided reduction in his tax payments 
to the state this year, as compared with 


what he paid on the same property last 


year. 

It is the man who has never heretofore 
paid anything whose taxes will be very 
rightly increased, for every penny paid by 
him this year will be an increase—but an 
increase which will have the effect of reduc- 
ing the payments made by every other tax- 
payer in the state who has heretofore been 
complying with the law in making his pro 
rata annual payments to meet the state’s 
budget. 

This is not a political question, and it 
should never be so made. This tax law is

We cannot stop the European war; it is 
true, but we can at least bring cessation to 
one of the chief of the blighting causes by 
adopting the plan of the Ohio democrats 
and inaugurating a period of legislative rest. 

With the embargo of threatened drastic 
legislation lifted, we will be in far more ad- 
vantageous position to meet the unavoidable 
crisis brought on by the foreign wars. 

American manufacturers and American 
merchants, assisted by American transpor- 
tation lines, are confronted by the oppor- 
tunity of a lifetime to grasp and hold a 
foreign trade that Europeans are neglecting 
while they are cutting each other’s throats. 
To develop, build and hold this trade. they 
must have freedom of action, a thing almost 
impossible while they are busied with the 
thought of possible legislation which may 
affect their commercial activities. 

Congress can do nothing better in the 
way of business building and business en- 
couragement than announce to the country 
now that there will be no more legislation 
of this kind discussed or considered at this 
session. If it must remain in session to 
meet such emergencies as may arise as the 


result of the European wars, let it say to 


the country that it will continue its session 
for this purpose alone, and that no further 
measures aimed at business of any sort will 
be in order. 

The congressman or senator who will 
introduce and bring about the passage of 
such a resolution as this will need no fur- 
ther recommendation to national fame and 
greatness.

A Vagrant With Money. 


(From West Publishing Company.) 

A conviction under a_ statute defining 
vagrants as able-bodied persons who habit- 
ually loaf, loiter and idle for the larger 
portion of their time without any regular 
employment and without visible means of 
support was affirmed by the court of crim- 
inal appeals of Texas in Branch v. State, 
165 Southwestern Reporter, 605, notwith- 
standing the fact that defendant at the time 
of his arrest had $40 on his person. “The 
object and purpose of our sald vagrant 
statute on this subject,” said the court, “is 
that when the status or course of conduct 
of a person is that of one who habitually 
loafs, loiters and idles in a town or village 
the larger portion of his time without any 
regular empluyment or without any visible 
means of support, he shall be punished be- 
cause of such status or course of conduct; 
and, when such status or course of con- 
duct is shown, it is no defense to show that 
he may have money secreted about his per- 
son or on hand with which he pays for some 
groceries, for he may have secured such 
money by gambling or other unlawful and 
improper Way, as suggested by the evidence 
in this case, and his status or course of 
conduct as proved, and not by honest and 
remunerative employment.” One of the wit- 
nesses, a deputy sheriff, testified that “for 
some thirteen days before the complaint 
was filed in this case—and he was watching 
him to see what he did and did not do—he 
would see him most any hour of the day 
standing or sitting around on the streets 
near a restaurant or cold-drink stand. Every 
time I would pass him, he would dance some 
little jig and ask if anyone knew where he 
could find a poker game.”

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THE LLAMA.

The Arab has the camel, the Laplander 
the reindeer, the Eskimo the large, woolly 
dog with the devastating appetite, the 
Colorado tourist has the burro, Trinity 
church has the tenement dweller, and the 
South American Indian, who clings to the 
rugged Andes with one hand and grubs out 
& precarious living, has the llama to support 
and comfort him. 

The llama is a sort of roof garden camel. 
It lives two or three miles above the sea 
and breathes with comfort air so thin that 
& political speaker could not Inhale enough 
of it in a day to utter a charge against the 
party in power. tIt is a second cousin of 
the sheep, but has long, capable legs and 
a neck which soars majestically aloft from 
its body and enables the timid animal to 
poke its head around a corner of the moun- 
tain pass and search for enemres long be- 
fore its feet have arrived on the scene.

FLATTERY. 

Flattery is a complimentary remark made 
to a person by a person who doesn’t be- 
lieve it.

But Delilah fed him on flat- 
tery, and lo! the village policeman arrested 
him single-handed. 

Flattery is an art and yields bigger 
dividends than any other art. The amateur 
emits great cataracts of flattery and pro- 
duces less with it than the professional does 
with a single capsule administered at the 
right spot. It is foolish to spend a week 
praising a man’s looks when every word 
strengthens in him the suspicion that you 
are the original forty liars in convention. 
But+this same man may believe that by 
keeping off the opera stage he gives Caruso 
a chance. Therefore the wise flatterer will 
speak kindly of his voice—whereupon the 
owner of the voice will invite him to din- 
ner, ask him to his club, lend him money 
and vote for him for congress. 

Sdme men can be flattered because they 
are conceited. Others cannot be flattered 
because they are too concelted. When a 
man has been in love with himself for a 
long time ft is almost impossible to make 
any flattery strong enough to be recog- 
nized.

Editor Constitution: According to the of- 
ficial returns as published in your issue of 
the 23d, it is now settled, (1) that Governor 
Slaton has carried a plurality of votes in 
the convention based on the county unit 
plan; (2) that he has carried a plurality of 
the popular vote; (3) that adding the votes 
of the counties in which he was second 
choiee to those he carried as first choice he 
will have by far more than a majority of 
the convention vote. 

But Mr. Hardwick, after being compelled 

to surrender one boastful claim after an- 
other, has announced in his latest mani- 
festo that the so-aalled progressives are 
going to take charge of the Macon conven- 
tion and see to it that two “Wilson: sen- 
ators” are nominated. This threat deserves 
some notice. What does it mean? 
Of course Senator Smith is to be one 
the Wilson senators by overwhelming 
vote. Who is to be the other? Evidently 
either Hardwick or Felder, according to 
program, if it can be carried out. Slaton 
and his Supporters are not to be recognized 
as “Wilson men.” 

Now, if Hardwick and Felder represented 
the pro-Wilson sentiment in Georgia, then, 
according to their own logic, Slaton, Hutch- 
ens and Cooper represented the anti-Wilson 
sentiment. Adding together the _ gseveral 
votes we have pro-Wilson 96,772; anti-Wilson 
104,834. In other words, according to this 
proposed classification our democratic presi- 
dent stands before the country condemned 
in a democratic primary in Georgia by a 
majority of 8,062 votes. 

As a supporter of Governor Slaton and 
President Wilson I protest. The absurdity 
of the conclusion shows the falsity of the 
premises. 

Every well-informed man knows that no 
such issue was made in the campaign. Gov- 
ernor Slaton is as loyal a supporter of 
President Wilson as is Mr. Hardwick—the 
difference being that Mr. Hardwick is using 
the president's prestige for his own ends, 
and is trying to pull himself up into the 
senate by hanging on to the president's coat 
tails, as he hung on to Watson's coat tails 
when he got into congress. 

Though Governor Slaton is a cleaner man 
than his chief competitor, and is a better 
type of Georgian to represent us in the 
senate, there are thousands of admirers of 
President Wilson among Slaton’s supporters 
who would never have voted for him had 
they doubted his loyalty. 

There is no, easier way of making ene- 
mies for President Wilson than for the 
Macon convention to permit a few selfish 
tricksters to draw a line of factional divi- 
sion for or against the president when no 
such division in reality exists.

SLATON TELLS OF BENEFITS 
OF TAX EQUALIZATION ACT: 
WHY RATE HAS BEEN REDUCED 


Governor John M. Slaton. in @peaking of 
the reduction of the tax rate from 6 mills 
to 4% mills, states that the tax act of 1913, 
by which the reduction of the tax rate was 
made possible, has been the means of cor- 
recting many evils which have existed in 
the payment of taxes, and that the revenue 
raised is of less consequence than the cor- 
rection of these evils. 

Pn speaking of the matter Wednesday, he 
sald: 


Fully Met Expectations. 


“Relative to the tax levy for the year 
1914 I might add that I was confronted 
with these propositions. The tax act fully 
met my expectations and demonstrates in a 
thousand instances that it is one of the 
wisest and best statutes passed in a half- 
century. It demonstrates not only that the 
law was needed, but also that it Is a cor- 
rector of wrongs and injustices, and places 
the burden of government where it ought 
to be, equally upon every citizen according 
to his ability to carry it. I think !t is mar- 
velous in the light of the opposition, for one 
reason or another by politicians, that it 
Should have accomplished so much in one 
short year. The revenue that it raised. 
while so much needed by the state, is really 
of less consequence than the correction of 
the injustices existing tn this state In the 
matter of the payment of taxes. Every man 
comes nearer now paying his part of the 
tax than at any time in the last half- 
century. 

“There was an increase of the taxable 
Values in Georgia for 1914 of approxi- 
mately $83,000,000. The figures cannot defi- 
nitely be given now, but from the nearest 
estimate obtainable 65 per cent of this in- 
crease is from property which has not been 
upon the tax digests. Therefore, the cut- 
ting of the tax rate does not produce the 
situation of a man’s property being raised 
and his rate being cut, but would present 
the situation of subjection to taxation of 
property which has escaped, with the result 
that the taxes of the man who has been 
paying his taxes have been reduced. 

“For example, if a man has been paying 
taxes On a hundred acres of land, and his 
neighbor had a thousand acres on which he 
had not been paying, and the defaulter was 
required to pay, the Increase of the amount 
of property on the digest would inure to the 
man who had paid on his hundred acres.

the payment of school teachers, instead of 
cutting the tax rate to the lowest point it 
has been for the past twenty years? The 
answer is, our indebtedness to school teach- 
ers has been a gradual accumulation and I 
thought it the better financial policy of the 
State to work its way out of debt by 
degrees and to give in greater part what- 
ever benefit the equalization tax act has 
proven itself to be to the people by a reduc- 
tion this year especially of the tax rate. 
Therefore, as a matter of state policy, as 
well as under the law, it is the duty of the 
comptroller general and myself to fix a rate 
which will be ample to meet the appropria- 
tions and let the accumulation in the treas- 
ury gradually discharge the obligation to 
school teachers. 

“I do not think there will ever be a year 
in which the taxpayer would more gladly be 
relieved of the burden of taxation than this 
year. Under brighter skies ai different 
policy might properly have been pursued 
but with no market at present for their 
staple product, cotton, I thought it due the 
taxpayer to lighten his burden. especially 
when to do so works no injustice to the 
schoql teachers. 


Condition of State Treasury. 


“The state treasury is in better condition 
now than it has been for years, and the 
prospect is brighter for the payment of 
school teachers more promptly than at any 
time since Georgia adopted the System of 
public schools. 

“Many think that public utility corpora- 
tions have been omitted from the obligation 
of the law. In truth for many years such 
corporations have been subjected to a sim- 
ilar but much more powerful law. To put 
public utility corporations under this law 
would have the effect of lessening the power 
of state over their taxation, and in addition 
it would be most difficult to estimate the 
Value of railroad property running through 
country counties, when the whnole property 
should be considered as an entirety and pro- 
portioned by the comptroller general as is 
done now. 

“The effect of the state taxation power 
of public utility corporations is demonstrat- 
ed by the fact that since 1580 the taxes on 
these corporations have been Increased 
from $12,000,000 to $143,000,000. To change 
this law would be a backward step. During 
the same time the other taxable property 
of the state has only increased between 
three and fourfold, while this property has 
increased twelvefold.”

Municipal Fuel Yards. 
(From West Publishing Company.) — 

The legislature of Maine, in 1903, enacted 
the following law: “Any city or town Is 
hereby authorized and empowered to estab- 
lish and maintain within its limits a perma- 
nent wood, coal and fuel yard, for the pur- 
pose of selling at cost wood, coal and fuel 
to its inhabitants. The term ‘at cost,’ as 
used herein, shall be construed as meaning 
without financial profit.’ At the municipal 
election held in Portland on December 2, 
1912, the question of establishing a fuel yard 
under the terms of the above act was sub- 
mitted to the voters, and the majority voted 
in favor of the proposition, On February 3, 
1913, both branches of the city council pass- 
ed a resolution in favor of the same propo- 
sition: and on February 4, 1913, this resolu- 
tion was duly approved by the mayor and 
effective. A special cOmmittee was 
appointed to investigate and obtain full in- 
formation as to the cost of paint, machinery, 
rolling stock, and things whatsoever neces- 
sarv to the establishment of a municipal 
fuel yard. The supreme judicial court of 
Maine, in Laughlin v. City of Portland, 90 
Atlantic Reporter, 318, held the act valid. 
Over the objection that it was not for a 
public use—-such as water supply and light- 
ing—the court said: “In the case of fuel, 
the practical difficulty is caused by the ex- 
istence of monopolistic combinations. The 
mining, transportation and distribution of 
coal has, in the process of industrial devel- 
opment, fallen into the hands of these com- 
binations to such an extent that the greater 
part of the supply is in the absolute con- 
trol of a few. The difficulty and practical 
impossibility of obtaining an adequate sup- 
ply for private needs at times in the past, 
and the consequent suffering among the 
people, especially in_ the more populous 
cities, are matters of history, and this diffi- 
culty may as well be caused by unreason- 
able prices as by shortage in quantity. <All 
this is a matter of common knowledge and 
cannot be overlooked by the court. The 
supply of water may be inadequate from 
one cause, that of fuel from another, but 
out of each arises the condition which ren- 
ders the furnishing of it by the municipal- 
ity a public use.”

Man Who Killed Babe in Arms 
of Mother Must Pay the 
Death Penalty. 


Governor John M. Slaton has declined 
to commute the sentence of John 
Wright, of Fannin county, condemned 
to hang for the murder of a babe in 
the arms of its mother. 

In declining to extend executive clem- 
ency Governor Slaton said: 

“John Wright was tried in Fannin 
county Superior court and found guilty 
of the murder of a babe in the arms of 
its mother, Mrs. Hughes. 

The case made out by the state was 
as follows: 

“John Wright and one Rudisil went 
to the house of Hardy Belleisle and 
g0t guns with the statement that they 
intended to use it on Moult Hughes. 
They were drinking. Shooting was 
heard and shortly after Rudisil and 
VM right were see nrunning across the 
field, and they said they nad disposed 
of Moult Hughes, and Rudisil stated 
that John Wright in 
Hughes had killed her baby—the state- 
ment being made in the presence of 
Wright. 

“Mrs. Wright testified that two men 
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hitting at Mrs. | 


came to her house at night and called | 


her husband to the door, and when he 
stepped out, he was shot. After kill- 
ing him the men were trampling on 
his body and she stepped out with a 
Spade in one hand and her baby in 
her arms to protect the body of her 
husband, and John Wright struck at 
her with a gun and killed the baby. 

“Two reasons are urged for executive 
clemency. 

“The first is that Mrs. Hughes stat- 
ed before the coroner’s jury that she 
did not know who were in the party. 
This was brought out before the trial 
jury. It appears further that her ex-

“The prison commission recommend 
commutation, but the solicitor gener- 
el, Hon. E. Clay, believes the de- 
fendant guilty, and after a full investi- 
mation of the records declines to agree 
to the recommendation of commuta- 
tion.

WAR DRIVES CALIFORNIA 
TO USE OF PAPER MONEY 


As a result of the European war, 
California is becoming familiar with 
greenbaeks. By agreement the banks 
in San Francisco and other cities of 
the state are passing out paper money 
instead of the familiar gold coins, and 
there is now said to be more currency 
in circulation here than ever before. 
Accoréing to bankers, gold is far from 
scarce in the city, and it is being with- 
held from the public mainly to dis- 
courage the tendency of many persons 
during war times to hoard the yellow 
metal. 

Old Californians are wondering if the 
change will mean the passing of a sen- 
timent that for many years has kept 
California, the one state in the union, 
employing gold coin commonly. So 
strong has been the gold habit and so 
infrequent the use of the greenback 
that currency always has been regard- 
ed with more or less suspicion, and in 
some remote communities strangers 
with only currency in their pocket- 
books have been as badly off as tourists 
now in Europe with only travels’ 
checks.
